last, the Old Man, impoverished, with 
an iM-fitting and shabby cloak, eager 
to find shelter and comfort, return- 
ing to the woman he loves, to dis- 
cover that she has been awaiting his 
home-coming, ever loyal, still loving 
him, ready to forgive him. This is the 
character that Ibsen has portrayed so 
vividly, and he himself described Peer 
as “one of the half-mythical and fan- 
| tastical personages from the peasant 
life of MODERN Norway.” 

“Peer Gynt" was written in South- 
ern Italy, at Ischia and at Sorrento, 
and a full year elapsed before it was 
finished, in the umn of 1867. In 
this masterplece Ibsen shows himself | 
to be a poet of fantastic and reckless 
imagination.

Mr. Brown is an able technician, whose

He is a close student, on the lookout 
for what is true without being hack- 
fneyed. Every paintable phase of na- 
ture is a theme for his brush. 

In the present exhibition, which /is 
one of the artist 
transports us from California to Italy, 
stopping, on the way, at the Grand 
Cafion and at Bruges: He uses two 
‘mediums, being equally at ease in oile 
or water colors.
